Of  Mdivani  the  New  York  Times 
wrote,  “Another  great  woman  pian- 
ist has  arrived.”  The  New  York 
Herald  Tribune  reported,  “She  has 
an  incredibly  brilliant  virtuoso 
technique  unmatched  by  any  wom- 
an pianist  known  to  this  reviewer, 
and  by  few  males.” 

BORN  IN  TBILISI,  the  capital 
of  Georgia.  USSR,  in  the  1936.  Mrs. 
Mdivani  entered  the  Central  Music 
School  at  the  Tbilisi  State  Conser- 
vatory at  the  age  of  eight.  She  stu- 
died with  Engenia  Cherniavskaya. 

After  graduating  with  a Gold 
Medal  for  excellence,  she  went  to 
the  Moscow  Conservatory,  studying 
with  Jacob  Milstein.  Her  post-grad- 
uate studies,  beginning  in  1959, 
were  with  Emil  Gilels.

MDIVANTS  name  became  known 
to  the  international  musical  world 
during  the  Marguerite  Long  Com- 
petition in  Paris  in  1961,  when  she 
was  the  first  Soviet  musician  to 
win  the  first  prize  for  piano. 

Her  performance  during  the  com- 
petition completely  won  over  the 
jury  and  the  Paris  public,  and  she 
returned  to  France  to  play  exten- 
sively in  the  fall  of  1961,  news  re- 
leases reported. 

THE  PIANIST  made  her  first 
impi  ession  on  American  audiences 
during  her  first  tour  here  in  the 
autumn  of  1963.  Her  performances 
were  affirmation  of  her  reputation 
as  one  of  the  outstanding  pianists 
of  her  generation,  said  news 
sources.

LAUGHTER.HUNGRY  fans  in 
dozens  of  lands  have  thrilled  to  the 
genial  entertainer’s  unique  artistry 
in  the  person  of  such  characters 
as  Charlie  McCarthy,  Mortimer 
Snerd,  Effie  Klinker  and  Podine 
Puffington,  news  releases  said. 

Bergen’s  dummies  and  wooden 
figures  have  such  lifelike  personal- 
ities that  they  have  become  real 
and  household  names  to  millions 
throughout  the  world,  reported 
news  sources. 

ALTHOUGH  HE  is  most  widely 
known  as  a ventriloquist,  Bergen 
has  b^ome  increasingly  more  di- 
versified in  his  talents  during  his 
years  as  a performer. 

He  has  appeared  in  straight  dra- 
matic roles  on  such  TV  series  as 
“The  Dick  Powell  Show.”  “Bache- 
lor Father,”  and  “The  DuPont 
Show.” 

HE  EARLIER  distinguished  him- 
self as  a dramatic  film  actor  por- 
traying Uncle  Chris  in  George 
Stevens’  “I  Remember  Mama  ” 

His  Bergen-McCarthy  awards  in- 
clude the  Newspaper  Radio  Critic’s 

Star  of  the  Year”  award.  George 
Foster  Peabody  Award,  Honorary 
degree  from  Northwestern  Univer- 
sity and  Royal  Order  of  Vasa  con- 
ferred by  King  Gustav  V of  Sweden. 

BERGEN'S  interests  began  to 
focus  on  show  business  by  the  time 
he  was  in  the  seventh  grade,  said 
press  releases.  He  amused  his 
classmates  with  imitations  of  birds 
and  people. 

One  evening  while  sitting  in  the 
kitchen,  his  mother  thought  she 
heard  an  old  man  at  the  door.  Upon 
investigating,  she  found  no  one 
there.

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Traffit  Polkies  Questioned 


During  the  past  few  weeks  the  traffic 
and  parking  policies  of  BYU  have  loeen 
subjected  to  much  student  criticism  and 
questioning.  It  is  true  that  many  questions 
still  remain  unanswered: 

1.  Why  has  the  fine  been  increased 
from  $2  to  $15  for  placing  a regis- 
tration sticker  in  the  corner  instead 
of  the  middle  of  the  windshield? 

2.  Why  have  students  been  given  only 
9 spaces  in  the  twenty  minute  zone 
between  the  library  and  the  Wilkin- 
son Center? 

3.  Does  faculty  and  staff  traffic  war- 
rant 24  hour  a day  reserved  park- 
ing? 

But  there  are  positive  factors  that 
should  also  be  considered. 

BYU  students  enjoy  parking  privileges 
that  students  at  other  schools  do  not.  Many 
universities  of  comparable  size  don’t  per- 
mit freshmen  and  sophomore  students  to 
bring  cars  to  school.  At  BYU  every  stu- 
dent is  permitted  to  bring  a car  and  pai'k- 
ing  space  is  provided.  Some  are  offended 
because  they  have  to  walk  from  the  Wilkin- 
son Center  lot  to  the  McKay  Building. 

At  many  schools  students  are  charged 
25-BO  cents'  a day  for  parking.  The  mini- 
mum fine  for  any  violation  at  Stanford  is 
$25.  . , . 

Some  students  resent  the  special  piay- 
ileges  that  faculty  members  enjoy,  but  it 
should  be  remembered  that  the  BYU  fac- 
ulty lives  in  the  shadow  of  other  institu- 
tions. When  they  enjoy  certain  privileges 


at  other  schools,  why  should  they  come 
to  BYU  without  the  same.  The  BYU  salary 
scale  is  certainly  not  the  drawing  card  for 
potential  faculty  members. 

It  is  only  fair  that  professors  be  given 
priority  in  the  close  parking  areas.  They 
have  to  shuffle  between  classes  and  build- 
ings the  same  as  students.  A coed  can  oc- 
casionally slip  into  class  late  but  if  the 
professor  is  tardy  it  is  an  imposition  on  the 
entire  class. 

Other  factors  that  should  be  consid- 
ered : 

The  students  are  represented  in  traffic 
policy  decisions.  Bob  Christiansen,  ASBYU 
Studentbody  President,  is  a voting  member 
of  the  traffic  committee  and  is  open  to 
any  gripes  or  complaints,  (Other  members 
of  the  committee  are  Robert  K.  Thomas, 
Fred  Schwendiman,  Sterling  Workman, 
and  Swen  Nielson.) 

Security  does  not  make  policy  decisions. 
It  is  strictly  an  enforcement  arm  of  the 
administration  and  often  bears  unjustly 
the  blunt  end  of  caustic  student  opinion. 

The  decisions  of  the  traffic  committee 
are  subject  to  review  by  the  Administrative 
Council. 

The  studentbody  is  to  be  complimented 
for  its  interest  in  campus  traffic  problems 
and  for  its  desire  to  understand  administra- 
tion policies  and  regulations.  But  with  the 
right  to  criticize  and  question  comes  also 
the  obligation  to  understand  and  appreciate 
the  special  privileges  that  BYU  students 
enjoy.  .

About  150,000  persons  were  est- 
imated to  have  been  trapped  in 
New  York  subways  until  they  could 
find  their  way  out  through  dark 
tunnels.  Many  others  were  trapped 
in  elevators. 

AMONG  POWER  centers  knock- 
ed out  in  the  state  was  the  Robert 
Moses  plant  in  Niagara  Falls  with 
a production  capacity  of  more  than 
two  million  kilowatts  of  power  — 
sufficient  to  light  almost  22  mil- 
lion light  bulbs  of  100  watts  each. 

An  official  of  Consolidated  Edison 
which  supplies  power  to  New  York, 


said  the  black-out  in  the  metropol- 
itan area  occurred  when  its  system 
suddenly  found  part  of  its  power 
supply  being  drained  out  toward 
Niagara  Falls,  rather  than  flowing 
from  that  area.  This  caused  power 
plants  in  the  metropolitan  area  to 
shut  off  automatically,  he  said. 

THE  RESULT  was  a spreading 
power  blackout  through  the  area. 

In  Washington,  the  defense  de- 
partment said  rapid  check  of 
major  military  installations,  in- 
cluding the  Strategic  Air  Command 
and  the  North  American  Air  De- 


fense Command,  confirms  that 
communications  are  intact.” 

THE  PENTAGON  said  there  are 
some  reports  of  difficulty  on  some 
land  lines  “but  there  are  adequate 
alternate  routes  to  take  care  of 
such  emergencies.”

Young  end,  tallied  his  ninth  touch- 
down pass  reception  of  the  sea- 
son Saturday  to  bring  his  total 
scoring  to  48  yards,  as  the  leading 
scorer  in  the  Western  Athletic  Con- 
ference. 

THE  COUGAR  sophomore  al- 
ready has  tied  the  league  career  re- 
cord of  nine  touchdown  receptions 
set  over  a three-year  span  by 
Utah’s  Roy  Jefferson,  and  potential- 
ly has  23  more  games  which  to  ex- 
tend it. 

Odle  is  only  one  catch  behind

Virgil  Carter,  Brigham  Young, 
gained  336  yards  against  Utah  to 
widen  his  total  offense  lead  over 
trailing  Richard  Groth,  Ute  quart- 
erback. Carter  has  accumulated 
1482  yards  running  and  passing, 
and  Groth’s  gains  are  1060.  Cart- 
er was  ranked  fifteenth  among  the 
nation’s  total  offense  leaders  last 
week  and  should  climb  in  this 


week’s  rankings. 

JOHN  GOODMAN,  Arizona  State, 
leads  passers  with  78  completions, 
although  Carter  is  pushing  with  77. 

Larry  Sampson,  New  Mexico,  top 
punt  returners  with  161  yards  and 
teammate  Dave  Beard  leads  in 
kickoff  returns  with  233  yards. 

Joe  Payton,  Arizona,  moved 
ahead  of  Wyoming’s  Jerry  DePoy- 
ster  and  Arizona  State’s  Chuck 
Kolb  in  punting  by  boosting  his 
average  to  44.2  yards  Utah’s  Jerry 
Pullman  brought  his  average 
to  40.0  Saturday,  to  become  the  lea- 
gue’s fourth  contender  for  national 
punting  honors.
